The book, The Case for Ortho- 
dox Theology, probably marks a. 
milestone in the current drift 
away from fundamental doctrine 
and principles among men and in- 
stitutions formerly known as fun- 
damental. The book is by Dr. Ed- 
ward John Carnell, professor of 
apologetics at Fuller Theological 
Seminary (recently president), 
published this year by Westmin- 
ster Press. Several steps have 
marked this “New Evangelical” 
movement. Dr. Ockenga, as first 
president of Fuller Seminary, an- 
nounced, “We are not Come-Out- 
ers.” They would train preachers 
for the principal denominations, 
preachers who would “not sepa- 
rate on account of modernism. 
The trend was indicated by a 
series of articles some years ago 
in Christian Life magazine; by 
the founding of the magazine 
Christianity Today, with Dr. Carl 
Henry, editor, Dr. Nelson Bell, 
managing editor, and sponsored 
by Dr. Billy Graham. The trend 
was emphasized when Dr. Billy 
Graham announced before the 
National Association of Evan- 
' gelicals that he would henceforth 
go in revivals under any sponsor- 
ship, and when he announced re- 
peatedly, “I am not a fundamen- 
talist.” Bernard Ramm’s_ book, 
The Christian View of Science 
and Scripture, was widely hailed 
as presenting the “New Evangeli- 
cal’ trend with a limited view of 
inspiration, granting most of the 
claims of so-called scientists. The 
book was highly complimented by 
Dr. Billy Graham and Dr. Wilbur 
M. Smith and others. At Wheaton 
College Dr. Tenney’s book, The 
Genius of the Gospels, gave over- 
much emphasis to the human 
sources of the Gospels, paid -too 
much heed to higher critics. 


Perhaps the saddest open 
marks of the trend happened with 
a number of prominent individ- 
uals. Evangelist Chuck Templeton, 
Youth for Christ leader; was en- 
couraged to go to Princeton, there 
lost his faith, and after preaching 
as an “evangelist” for the Na- 
tional Council of Churches and 
Presbyterians, he left the minis- 
try, repudiated the Christian faith, 
and is now divorced and in secu- 
lar work. Dr. Sherman Roddy of 
Denver. Conservative. Baptist 
Theological Seminary resigned 
from that school, and then wrote 
the Christian Century an article 
repudiating the fundamentals of 
the historic Christian faith on 
grounds that ‘fundamentalism was 
untenable.’ 


There have been serious doubts 
and distress on the part of many 
about Fuller Seminary. A number 
of professors repudiated the pre- 
tribulation rapture, the imminent 
coming of Christ. Dr. Ockenga, 
first president, chairman of the 
board, and now acting president, in 
an anniversary service of the Park 
Street Church, Boston, had on 
the program two open enemies of

“He that covereth his sins shall not prosper: but whoso 
confesseth and forsaketh them shall have mercy.”—Proverbs

“Confess your faults one to another, and pray one for 
another, that ye may be healed. .. .’—Jas. 5:16a. 


I think we, as Christians, have 
a good many sins to confess. 

If you go back to the Scripture 
records, you will find that the 
men who lived nearest to God, 
and had most power with Him, 
were those who confessed their 
sins and failures. Daniel, as we 
have seen, confessed his sins and 
those Of his people. Yet there 
is nothing recorded against Daniel. 
He was one of the best men 
then on the face of the earth, 
yet was his confession of sin one 
of the deepest and most humble 
on record. Brooks, referring to 
Daniel’s confession, says: 


“In these words you have seven 
circumstances that Daniel useth 
in confessing of his and the peo- 
ple’s sins; and all to heighten and 
aggravate them. First, ‘We have 
sinned;’ secondly, ‘We have com- 
mitted iniquity;’ thirdly, ‘We have 
done wickedly;’ fourthly, ‘We have 
rebelled against thee;’ fifthly, ‘We 
have departed from Thy precepts;’ 
sixthly, ‘We have not hearkened 
unto Thy servants;’ seventhly, 
‘Nor our princes, nor all the peo- 
ple of the land.’ These seven ag- 
gravations which Daniel reckons 
up in his confession are worthy 
our most serious consideration.” 

Job was no doubt a holy man, 
a mighty prince, yet he had to 
fall in the dust and confess his 
sins. So you will find it all through 
the Scriptures. When Isaiah saw 
the purity and holiness of God, he 


beheld in His true light, and he 
exclaimed, ‘Woe is me, for I am 
undone, because I am a man of 
unclean lips!” | 


I firmly believe that. the church 
of God will have to confess her 
own sins, before there can be any 
great work of grace. There must 
be a deeper work among God’s 
believing people. I sometimes 
think it is about time to give 
up preaching to the ungodly, and 
preach to those who profess to 
be Christians. If we had a higher 
standard of life in the church 
of God, there would be thousands

I must warn you to flee the wrath 
of God to come. It.is man’s hatred 
of the idea’ of Hell and future 
punishment that produces most of 
these present-day, Devil-inspired 
heresies that were born in Hell 
and spewed out of the bottomless 
abyss to deceive men and women 
who do not know their Bibles. 
These heresies and these false 
teachers seek to lull men to sleep 
with a sense of false security. 


Hell is not a very pleasant 
subject to discuss. People don’t 
like to hear or think about it.

Seminary. His book, The Case For 
Orthodox Theology, his defense of 
the Revised Standard Version, his 
forsaking of the historic premil- 
lennial position, have all caused 
great grief to me and to other 
Christians who loved Fuller Semi- 
nary and who hold dear the fun- 
damentals of the faith. 

But some of you, I suspect, will 
like Fuller Seminary better than 
you like the fundamentals of the 
faith. You will think more about 
defending the honor of Dr. Car- 
nell than defending the honor of 
Jesus Christ. Some of you, I sus- 
pect, will want to write letters to 
the editor. In the nature of the 
case, one who shows up the false 
teaching which involves a man, 
graduate of Wheaton College, a 
long president and still professor 
in Fuller Seminary, will be count- 
ed an enemy. You do not feel it 
is bad for Dr. Carnell to turn 
against the fundamentalists. You 
think it only bad for fundamental- 
ists to defend fundamentalism, the 
historic Christian faith, the ver- 
bal inspiration and infallibility of 
the Bible, and the ‘other essen- 
tials of the Christian faith, 

Before you write that hot letter 
slandering this editor, I suggest 
that you weigh the matter care- 
fully. 

1. Do you really believe in evo- 
lution instead of direct creation? 
Dr. Carnell does.:Don’t write me 
about this unless you are willing 
to state plainly whether you agree 
with Dr. Carnell or not on this. 

2. Do you really believe that 
some parts of the Old Testament 
are incorrect and imperfect and 
had to be corrected in the New 
Testament? Dr. Carnell says so. 
Be sure to express your conviction 
on this matter before you slander 
and attack the editor. 

3. Do you favor the movies and 
dancing and the Revised Stand- 
ard Version of the Bible, and do 
you think it is “cultic’ not to do 
so, as Dr. Carnell says? Do you 
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really want to join Dr. Carnell in 
slandering those of us who believe 
in a clean, separated Christian 
life? Be sure to express your con- 
victions on this matter if you are 
going to write us slanderous let- 
ters. 

And I suggest that anybody who 
deals with Dr. Fuller and other 
professors in the Fuller Seminary 
ask thém to make a clear state- 
ment on these subjects.

Long ago when judges were rul- 
ing over Israel, Elimelech and 
his wife Naomi, and their sons, 
Mahlon and Chilion, left Bethle- 
hem because of a great famine, 
and moved to Moab. Now while 
they* were there, the father died, 
and the two sons married wives 
who were Moabites, named Orpah 
and Ruth, And then sadly, perhaps 
in an epidemic, the sons also died. 
So Naomi 
her two daughters-in-law. 


Poor Naomi, who had heard how 
the Lord was again sending food 
to Israel, decided to go back to 
her own land. To the widows of 
her sons she said, “Go back to 
your own mothers’ house and live 
there. May the Lord be as kind 
to you as you have been to me 
and to my dead sons, and give 
you other husbands in whose 
homes you may be happy!” Now 
both girls loved Naomi and they 
both cried as she kissed them. 
Both first said, “We will go back 
with you to the land where you 
come from,’ but Naomi insisted, 
and so Orpah kissed Naomi and 
left her. 


But. it seems that Ruth was 
made of firmer stuff! Or perhaps 
she had already trusted in the 
God of the Israelites. At least 


she refused to go back to her 


own people. She said, ‘Don’t beg 
me to go back! Whither 
[wherever | thou goest I will go and 
whither thou lodgest I will lodge; 
thy people shall be my _ people 
and thy God my God. Where thou 
diest, will I die and there will 
I be buried!” Can you imagine 
how happy Naomi must have been 
to have company on the long 
journey,- and how touched by 
Ruth’s love for her? So the two 
women went on to Bethlehem. 


Now when they came to that 
little city of Naomi’s birth, some 
people thought they recognized 
Naomi, but she told them, ‘Don’t 
call me ‘Naomi’ which means 
‘pleasant,’ but call me ‘Mara,’ 
‘bitterness,’ because the Lord has 
dealt bitterly. with me. I went 
out full, but I come back empty.” 
Little did she know the blessing 
that Ruth would be to her as 
they settled down in Bethlehem! 

It was the time of harvest, and 
Naomi had a relative, Boaz by 
name, a kinsman of her husband, 
who had a field. And Ruth the 


' Moabitess asked, permission to go 


into his field and glean grain or 
“corn.” In those days, God had 
commanded that when the major 
portion of the crop was harvested, 
no one was to go back -through 
and gather the small bits that 
were left—they were to be left 
for the poor. And this was the 
humble job that Ruth asked for. 
Naomi gave her her blessing, and 
she went to the field of her fa- 
ther-in-law’s relative to glean. 
Eventually Boaz came to_ check 
up on hjs reapers. Of course he 
noticed the lovely young woman 
gleaning in the field. After greet- 
ing the people working for him, 
he asked the man in charge of 
his laborers, ‘Who is this young 
damsel gleaning in my field?” 
He was told she was the young 
widow from Moab who had been 
so kind to ‘her mother-in-law. He 
told Boaz how she had* politely 
come and asked his permission to 
gather the little bits that were 
left by the regular harvesters, 
and how she had worked hard 
all day. Boaz was immediately 
impressed with the courtesy and 
willingness of Ruth. We suspect 
that he was also impressed with 
her personal attractiveness. Now 
he went to Ruth and told her, 
“Please make yourself comfort- 


able in my field. Don’t go to an- 


Other place to glean, but stay 
with my young women. If you 
get thirsty, you are welcome to 


water from the jars provided for 


my workers. And I have told the 
young men not to bother you!” 
Of course Ruth was astounded! 
She dropped with her face to the 
ground and asked, “Why are you 
so kind to me since I am a 
foreigner in the land and you don’t 


was left alone with: 


know me?” Boaz _ answered, 
“Everyone knows how kind you 
have been to Naomi since your 
husband’s death. The Lord under 
whose wings you have put your 
trust will give you a full reward!” 

Ruth answered, “Thank you, 
my lord, for speaking friendly to 
me even though I am not like 
one of your workers.” Boaz was 
sO impressed with this reply to 
his kindness that he now said, 
“At mealtimes, too, you are wel- 
come to eat with my workers. 
Help yourself to the food that I 
supply.” But when mealtime 
came, he made a point of being 
near her himself and serving her 
himself. So Ruth ate enough and 
then slipped quietly away. 


When Ruth had gone, 
commanded his men thus: “Let 
that girl glean. anywhere she 
wants to, even among the full 
shocks, and drop some handfuls 
on purpose so she can gather them 
up.” As the: men did as they 
were told, great must have been 
their wonder at these strange 
orders. Usually the boss insists 
that no grain be wasted! 


Of course at the end of the 
day Ruth had gathered much 
more than the usual amount 
gleaned. She took home to Naomi 
an ephah, a little more than a 
bushel, of grain. The two women 
rejoiced together and the younger 
told the older woman where she 
had gleaned, and how kind Boaz 
was to her. Naomi delightedly 
told her how Boaz was one of 
their nearest relatives and advised 
her to stay with his young women 
through the whole harvest as. he 
had asked. So all through the 
days of the barley harvest, and 
then of the wheat harvest, Ruth 
worked with the maidens of Boaz’ 
house and lived with her mother- 
in-law. ; 

Naomi wanted Ruth to be happy 
and was surely watching as the 
days went by how Boaz seemed 
especially kind to her daughter- 
in-law and how Ruth seemed to 
delight in working near him. So 
in preparation for the feast at 
the end of harvest, Naomi advised 
Ruth to take a bath, put on her 
best clothing and to anoint her- 
self with perfume or oil for 
fragrance. 

There, after the feasting, Boaz 
told Ruth how he loved her for 
her kindness and goodness; how 
happy he was that she had not 
followed young men, rich or poor, 
but had showed her preference 
for Boaz, her kinsman. He told 
her he wanted to marry her, 
but one nearer relative of. her 
husband had first right and that 
in the morning he would see him. 
Then before she left, he insisted 
on giving her six measures of 
barley as a gift to Naomi. 

So Ruth went home to Naomi 
with the gift of grain, telling her 
all that had happened, and of Boaz’ 
promise to marry her if the nearer 
kinsman would give up his first 
right. Naomi, delighted, said, 
“Sit down, my daughter, and wait 
till you know the result. That 
man will not rest till he has 
finished the arrangement § this 
day.” 

And Boaz did go to the gate 
where the judges met and where 
legal matters were decided that 
day. Shortly he found his relative, 
and in the presence of ten elders 
of the city gave him first oppor-

tunity to buy Naomi’s inheritance’ 


and to marry Ruth, The kinsman, 
unwilling to endanger his own 
land and family, was glad to re- 
lease Ruth and the land to Boaz; 
and there before all the people 
they made a covenant, or agree- 
ment, the relative removing his 
shoe in the manner, of those days 
to seal the bargain! 

Can you imagine the great joy 
that Ruth felt as Boaz her lover 
came to tell her that they could be 
married and that he would also 
eare for Naomi, whom Ruth had 
promised not ever to leave? So 
the two were happily married,

Out in Columbus, Ohio, a study 
of the scholastic averages of the 
car-owning students at suburban 
Whitehall-Yearling High School, 
conducted by the head _ football 
coach, James Bline, proved so 
startling to school officials that 
they began a campaign to dis- 
courage students driving to and 
from schoo}. 


It seems that Bline’s. study 
showed that the average grades 
of driving seniors were consider- 
ably under their sophomore levels, 
yet the averages for the non- 
owners and  non-drivers were 
higher, or at worst, on the same 
level. Furthermore, his _ study 
showed that while some _non- 
drivers had lower than average 
1Q’s, they made higher grades 
than the ones who drove, especial- 
ly in the final school year. 

Originally the coach was only 
interested in the effect car own- 
ership had on his athletes but he 
eventuall¥ expanded the survey to 
include a cross section of all the 
students. The thought-provoking 
results of his survey should be of 
great interest to every Christian 
parent of teen-agers.

Bible About Hell

from your minds and listen to 
what the Word of God says. 

In Psalms 9:17 we read: 

“The wicked shall be turned in- 
to hell, and all the nations that 
forget God.” J 

Isaiah 14:9: 

“Hell from beneath is moved 
for thee to meet thee at thy com- 
ing.” 

Matthew 25:41, 46: 

“Then shall he say also unto 
them on the left hand, Depart 
from me, ye cursed, into everlast- 
ing fire, prepared for the devil 
and his angels ... And these shall 
go away wmto everlasting punish- 
ment: but the righteous into life 
eternal.” 

John 3:36: 

“He that believeth on the Son 
hath everlasting life: and he that 
believeth not the Son shall not see 
life; but the wrath of God abideth 
on him.” 

What do you think those words 
describe? A Sunday School 
picnic? A nice little pink tea 
party? No. Oh, but somebody says 
that these words are not to be 
accepted and interpreted literally; 
these are figurative words. My 
friends, tf they are figurative, 
then what do you think they are a 
figure of? Do you think they 
are a figure of some slight..un- 
pleasantness? If these words are 
are figurative, then the reality 
must be much worse than the 
figure. Nevertheless, if words 
mean anything at all, they are to 
be accepted at full face value, 
and the Son of God, who could 
not lie and who would not deceive 
us, spoke those words. Therefore. 
let God be true and every man 
a liar. 

Listen again to the words cf 
our Lord as found in Mark 
9:43-48: 

“And if thy hand offend thee, 
cut it off: it is better for thee to 
enter into life maimed, than hav- 
ing two hands to go into hell, into 


the fire that never shall be 
quenched: Where their worm 
dieth not, and the fire is not 


quenched. And if thy foot offend 
thee, cut it off: it is better. for 
thee to enter halt into life, than 
having two feet to be cast into 
hell, into the fire that never shall 
be quenched: Where their worm 
dieth not, and the fire is not 
quenched. And if thine eye offend 
thee, pluck it out: it is better for 
thee to enter into the kingdom of 
God with one eye, than having two 
eyes to be cast into hell fire: 
Where their worm dieth not, and 
the fire is not quenched.” 

Listen again to ,the solemn 
Word of God as found in II Thes- 
Salonians 1:7-9: 

“And to you who are troubled 
rest with us, when the Lord Jesus 
Shall be revealed from heaven 
with his mighty angels, In flam- 
ing fire taking vengeance on them 
that know not God, and that obey 
not the gospel of our Lord Jesus 
Christ: Who shall be punished 
with everlasting destruction from 
the presence of the Lord, and from 
the glory of his power.” 

Revelation 14:10, 11: 

“The same shall drink of the 
wine of the wrath of God, which 
is poured out without mixture in- 
to the cup of his indignation; and 
he shall be tormented with fire 
and brimstone in the presence of 
the holy angels, and in the pres- 
ence of the Lamb: And the smoke 
of their torment ascendeth up for 
ever and ever: and they have no 
rest day nor night, who worship 
the beast and his image,.and who- 
soever receiveth the mark of his 
name.” 

Revelation 20:15: 

“And whosoever was not found 
written in the book of life was 
cast into the lake of fire.” 

Revelation 21:8: 

“But the fearful, and wnbeliev- 
ing, and the abominable, and mur- 
derers, and whoremongers, and 
sorcerers, and itdolaters, and all 
liars, shall have their part in the 
lake which burneth with fire and 
brimstone: which is the second 
death.” 

Yes, there is a Hell. The Bible 
describes it, Christ who cannot 
lie told us about it, and let Him 
be true and every man who con- 
tradicts the Son of God a liar. 


Place of Separation Necessary 

At. the outset of this message, 
I stated that all laws of logic 
demand that there should be a 


Hell. In this life we separate law- 
violators from law-abiding citi- 
zens. We do this for the safety and 
protection of those who obey the 
law. And if today the doors of 
our jails and penitentiaries should 
be thrown open and all the crim- 
inals incarcerated therein should 
be released upon human society, 
your life and your property would 
not be safe. And so man has 
found that it is absolutely neces- 
sary to have a place of separation 
of the law-violators from the law- 
abiding citizens. 

Hell is the penitentiary of Heav- 
en, where those who spurn God’s 
laws, reject God’s Son and obey not 
the Gospel are separated eternally 
from those who walk in God’s 
Way. In this life we separate the 
insane fromthe sane. We do this 
also for the safety, protection, and 
wellbeing of those who are sane. 
And if today the doors of our 
insane asylums should be thrown 
open and all of those who are 
mentally unbalanced should be 
released- upon human _= society, 
your life would not be safe. There- 
fore, for the protection of ‘ those 
who are in their right mind, we 
have a place of separation for 
the insane from the sane. 

Hell is the insane asylum of 
Heaven where those who are spir- 
itually insane are _ separated 
eternally from those who have 
heeded the Scripture, “Let this 
mind be in you which was also 
in Christ Jesus.” 

Oh, but you say, “What is 
spiritual insanity?’ Here it is, my 
friends: preferring to go on bear- 
ing your own load of sins when 
Jesus, our Lord, offers to bear 
those sins for you, when you 
know that if you bear your own 
sins they will one day _ press 
you down and down to the very 
mudsills of an everlasting Hell. 
Yet you spurn the offer of the 
Lord Jesus Christ who says, 
“Come unto me, all ye that labour 
and are heavy laden, and I will 
give you rest. Take my yoke 
upon you, and learn of me; for I 
am meek and lowly in heart: and 
ye shall find rest unto your souls. 
For my yoke is easy, and my 
burden is light.” Yes, when you 
prefer to go on in your own Sins 
and suffer the eternal conse- 
quences thereof; when you choose 
to spend eternity in unspeakable 
anguish in Hell when you could 
forever live in Heaven, that is 
spiritual insanity. 

In this life we separate the 
dead from the living. When our 
loved ones fall asleep, although 
it breaks our hearts, we cannot 
keep their bodies in our homes 
else our homes would soon be- 
come so unpleasant and so un- 
healthful that it would -not be 
safe nor pleasant for the living. 
Therefore, for the wellbeing and 
for the safety and protection of 
the living, we have a place of 
separation of the dead from the 
living. 

Hell is the graveyard of Heaven, 
where those dead in trespasses 
and in sins are separated forever 
from those who are alive in Christ 
Jesus, 

Oh, but some man would say, 
“IT don’t see how a God of love 
could cast people into Hell.” 

My friends, God is a God of love 
and— 


“Of the themes that men have known, 
One supremely stands alone: 

Through the Ages it is shown—. 

Tis His wonderfu!, wonderful love.’’ 


God’s love is higher than the 
highest heaven, deeper than the 
deepest sea, broad as the universe, 
as unending as eternity. But with 
God’s love there is also a side of 
His wrath and of His judgment 
against sin. God is also a just and 
a holy God; therefore, such a 
God cannot treat sin and right- 
eousness alike. A just and holy 
God cannot treat obedience and 
disobedience alike. A just and 
holy God cannot treat a Christ- 
rejecting sinner and a saved per- 
son alike, and God does not do 
so. He is a God of love, but 
He also says, “I will not keep 
my anger forever.” 

In Proverbs the first chapter, 
we read these words: 

“Because I have called, and ye 
refused; I have stretched out my 
hand, and no man regarded; But 
ye have set at nought all my 
counsel, and would none of my re- 
proof: I also will laugh at your 
calamity; I will mock when your 
fear cameth.’’—vss. 24-26. 

My friends, it is terrible to 
think of the God of love coming 


to the place where He will laugh 
at your calamities and mock when 
your fear cometh. Reading on in 
verses 27 through 31: 


“When your fear cometh as 
desolation, and your destruction 
cometh as a whirlwind; when dis- 
tress and anguish cometh upon 
you. Then shall they call wpon 
me, but I will not answer; they 
shall seek me early, but they shall 
not find me: For that they hated 
knowledge, and did not choose the 
fear of the Lord: They would none 
of my counsel: they despised all 
my reproof. Therefore shall they 
eat of the fruit of their own way, 
and be filled with their own de- 
vices.” 

Yes, God is a God of love, but 
you can spurn His love so long, 
you can reject His mercies so 
long that patience will cease to be

your 
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a virtue. And if you will not hear 
God when He speaks to you in 
the language of love, then you 
WILL hear Him when He speaks 
in the language of judgment. 

God is a God of love but herein 
is His love manifest: 

“For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life. For God sent not 
hise Son into the world to con- 
demn the world; but that the 
world through him might be 
saved”—John 3:16, 17. 

God’s love has provided a way 
of escape from Hell. If you will 
not take that way of escape, then 
you can’t blame God. 

In the physical realm God has 
provided food, but if you will not 
eat, you will starve to death, and 
you cannot blame God. 

I call your attention to solemn 
words of our Lord as _ recorded 
in Luke the sixteenth chapter. 
In those words you will find that 


the rich man awakened to the 


stark realities of an eternal Hell— 
too late: “And in hell he lift up his 
eyes, being in torment.’’ He saw 
his own danger—too late. He be- 
came concerned about the salva- 
tion of his brothers—too late. 

In Luke 16 we read: “There 
was a certain rich man... .” Oh, 
someone says, that is the intro- 
duction to the parable of the rich 
man and Lazarus. My friend, I 
deny that this is a parable. A 
parable is an illustration. Some- 
times our Lord did speak in par- 
ables, but when He did He 
often introduced them with such 
words as this: “And the kingdom 
of Heaven shall be likened unto.” 
Here, this is no parable. Jesus 
was giving us an account, a 
record, of the life, and of the 
death and of the after life of a 
certain specific individual. 

Luke 16:19-31: 

“There was a certain rich man, 
which was clothed in purple and 
fine linen, and fared sumptuously 
every day: And there was a cer- 
tain beagar named Lazarus, which 
was laid at his gate, full of sores, 
And desiring to be fed with 
crumbs which fell from the rich 
man’s table: moreover the dogs 
came and licked his sores. And it 
came to pass, that the beggar 
died, and was carried by the an- 
gels into Abraham’s bosom: the 
rich ma”, also died, and was bur- 
ied; And in hell he lift up his 
eyes, being in torments, and seeth 
Abraham afar off, and Lazarus 
in his bosom. And he cried and 
said, Father Abraham, have mer- 
cy on me, and send Lazarus, that 
he may dip the tip of his finger 
in water, and cool my tongue: for 
I am tormented in this flame. But 
Abraham said, Son, remember 
that thou in thy lifetime recew- 
edst thy good things, and likewise 
Lazarus evil things: but now he is 
comforted, and thou art tormented. 
And beside all this, between us 
and you there is a great gulf 
fixed: so that they which would 
pass from hence to you cannot; 
neither can they pass to us, that 
would come from thence. Then 
he said, I pray thee therefore, fa- 
ther, that thou wouldest send him 
to my father’s house: For I have 
fwe brethren; that he may testify 
unto them, lest they also come in- 
to this place of torment. Abraham 


saith unto him, They have Moses 


and the prophets; let them hear 
them.. And he said, Nay, father 
Abraham: but if one went unto 
them from the dead, they will re- 
pent. And he said unto him, If 
they hear net Moses and the 
prophets, neither will they be per- 
suaded, though one rose from the 
dead.” 


My friends, let’s examine this 
passage of Scripture a little more 
in detail Here we find several 
ereat, basic fundamental truths 
which God is trying to impress 
upon us. The first truth is that 


Death Is Not Annihilation 


In fact, you cannot annihilate 
anything. “‘Oh,” someone says, “I 
can take a piece of wood and 
I can get rid of it. I can annihilate 
it.” No, you can take the wood, 
you can burn it,: but if you care- 
fully preserve all the ashes and 
all the gases you would find that 
they weigh exactly the same as 
the original piece of wood. You 
have not gotten rid of anything. 
You have not annihilated any- 
thing. You have only changed it 
form. : 

So death itself is not annihilt- 
tion, and the soul of man cannot 
be annihilated? That soul will live 
forever either in conscious bliss 
with God or else 
anguish and woe in the regions 
of the damned. 

“There was a certain rich man, 
which was clothed in purple and 
fine linen, and fared sumptuously 


in conscious | 


every day.” But my friends, that 


fine purple raiment did not hide 
the sins of the rich man from 
the all-seeing eye of God. 


“And there was a certain beggar 
named Lazarus, which was laid 
at his gate, full of sores. And 
desiring to be fed with the crumbs 
which fell from the rich man’s 
table: moreover the dogs came 
and licked his sores.” 

In fact, 3s far as the record tells 
us, the only doctor-who attended 
Lazarus in his dying hours were 
the dogs who licked his sores. 

“And it came to pass, that the 
beggar died, and was carried by 
the angels into Abraham’s bosom: 
the rich man also died, and was 
buried; And in hell he lift up 
his eyes, being in torments.” 

Now, my friends, here is an- 
other lesson which God seems to 
emphasize: 


No Soul-Sleeping Period 

There is no half-way house; 
there is no place of probation. 
Immediately out of this life into 
the next. To the Christian, out 
of this life into the Presence of 
God, for, “To be absent from the 
body” means to be instantaneously 
“present with the Lord.” 

On the other hand, to the un- 
saved man, to the Christ-rejecter, 
out of this body means immediate- 
ly into Hell, into conscious suf- 
fering and woe. “And in hell he 
lift up his eyes, being in tor- 
ments.” 

Have you ever stopped to think 
why the Bible says, “The rich 
man also died, and was buried’? 

Would we not naturally infer 
that if he died he should be 
buried? Yes, nevertheless, I 
think that God was here indicat- 
ing that that rich man must have 
had a very impressive funeral. I 
think that had it been today, the 
stock market would have wavered 
when the news’7 was _§ flashed 
throughout the country that this 
rich man, this financier, had sud- 
denly passed on. I think the flags 
on the public buildings would have 
been lowered to halfmast. 

Perhaps even a holiday would 
be proclaimed, and. just before 
the time for the funeral I see 
the procession of high-powered, 
high-polished automobiles as they 
drive up to the door of one of 
the most wealthy, modernistic 
churches in the city. The people 
alight dressed in their decorous 
garb. They walk into the church. 
There the altar is banked with 
beautiful, expensive flowers. The 
choir sings with their well-trained 
voices. The preacher comes out 
and in a well modulated voice 
tells of all the different clubs and 
lodges of which this man was a 
member. He tells of all the cor- 
porations of which he was a di- 
rector. He tells of how this man 
was known for his. generosity; 
out of his bounty and out of his 


j charity widows have been fed and 


orphans clothed. He tells how no 
worthy cause was ever turned 
away from his bountiful hand of 
charity. In beautiful language he 
places this rich man, as it were, 
in the front row of Heaven with

the Gospel, the editor of the 
Christian Science Monitor and the 
president of the Unitarian Society 
of America! Dr. Charles E. Fuller 
announced the coming of Dr. Billy 
Graham on the board of Fuller 
Seminary and thought this would 
be a great advance in the new 
evangelicalism. And now, Dr, Ed- 
ward John Carnell writes the 
book, The Case For Orthodox 
Theology. 


For some reason Dr. Carnell 
who was president of the Semi- 
nary is president no longer, but 
is professor of apologetics. In the 
recountal of Dr. Carnell’s degrees 
and positions, in the book it is not 
even mentioned that he was presi- 
dent of Fuller Seminary. I won- 
der why? 


We believe that this book is so 
important as a mark of a trend 
toward unbelief and away from 
the fundamentals of the Christian 
faith, and that the book speaks 
not only for Fuller Seminary but 
for the others who claim to be 
new evangelicals and are for ecu- 
menical evangelism and yoking up 
with modernists, that we give 
necessary space to review the 
book carefully here. 


I. Dr. Carnell Says That All 
Parts of the Bible Are Not 
Equally Inspired 

Dr. Carnell claims that he 
speaks for orthodox theology. He 
states that he believes in plenary 
or full inspiration. He quotes War- 
field properly saying, “In this 
sense, the fortunes of distinctive 
Christianity are bound up with 
those of the biblical doctrine of 
inspiration.” He quotes Candlish 
with approval of its (the Bible’s) 
full and verbal inspiration. Yet, 
much. the same as liberals and 
modernists do, he then explains 
away the verbal and plenary in- 
spiration. 

1. On pages 51-52, Dr. Carnell 
says, “The Bible is vulnerable to 
cultic thinking because it was 
written by no less than thirty 
authors, from every rank and class 
of society, cver a span of nearly 
fifteen centuries.” (On page 124 
he says, “. . . Fundamentalism is 
orthodoxy gone cultic, the per- 
version is fathered by misguided 
zeal ....”) But why is the funda- 
mentalist “cultic” and wrong on 
the matter of the inspiration of 
the Bible according to Dr. Car- 
nell? It is because the fundamen- 
talist takes all the Bible as verb- 
ally inspired, and while not neces- 
sarily all of equal importance, all 
of equal and perfect inspiration, 
while Dr. Carnell wants it judged 
as “a work of art’ considering the 
sources-and mentality of “thirty 
authors, from every rank and 
class of society,” and the different 
cultures “over a span of nearly 
fifteen centuries.” 


2. Dr. Carnell says, “The con- 
cept of ‘progressive revelation’ is 
the key to Biblical hermeneutics.” 
And he does not mean simply 
that God adds to perfect divine 
revelation more divine revelation 
the further we go in the Bible. 
If that were what is meant by 
progressive revelation all of us 
who believe the Bible would agree. 
Rather, he means what modern- 
ists mean by progressive revela- 
tion, according to his own expla- 
nation. “Revelation has to take 
up man as it finds him, with his 
crude conceptions, his childlike 
modes of thought and expression, 
his defective moral ideas and so- 
cial institutions, and has to make 
the best of him it can. Imperfect 


conditions have to be borne with 


for the time, while germs of truth 
and principles are implanted 
Which, in their development, 
gradually throw off the defective 
forms, and evolve higher.” So Car- 
nell quotes from Orr, opposing 
Warfield and Hodge and the fun- 
damental viewpoint about verbal 
inspiration. The first part of the 
Bible contains “germs of truth 
and principles,’ but later revela- 
tions “gradually throw off the de- 
fective forms, and evolve higher.” 

He continues, “Each. stage of 
divine revelation must be inter- 
preted from within the spiritual 
and cultural level of the people 
being addressed (page 52). He 
joins with the modernists and lib- 
erals saying, ‘There are portions 
of the Psalms—prayers for the de- 
struction of enemies and impreca- 
tory psalms, which no Christian 
congregation could now sing, or 


use in any form without exces- 
Sive spiritualization ....” Carnell 
speaks of the “disturbing incident 
of the Amalekite massacre” on 
page 56. And he quotes Orr furth- 
er to say that this theory of pro- 
gressive revelation “detracts only 
from the sufficiency of certain 
portions of it [the Bible] if taken 
by themselves. The lower stages 
have to be read in the light of the 
higher, with the correction which 
the higher affords.” And he agrees 
further with Orr, saying that part 
of the Bible “was imperfect in the 
earlier stages” (page 53). 


On page 53 Dr. Carnell indicates 
that in this matter of so-called 
‘progressive revelation,’ the idea 
that early revelation needs “the 
correction which the higher af- 
fords” and that it was “imperfect 
in the earlier stages’ would not 
be acceptable to old-fashioned Bi- 
ble believers, as indeed it is not. 
He says, “Cultic thinking tends to 
impose a uniformity on Scripture 
that Scripture itself disavows. 
Since the Bible is plenarily in- 
spired, the cultic mind assumes 
that all verses in the Bible are 
equally normative.” Well, at least 
old-fashioned Christians believe 
that “the law of the Lord is per- 
fect .. .” (Ps. 19:7), referring to 
the Old Testament, even the 
Pentateuch. They believe with 
Psalm 119:89, “For ever, O Lord, 
thy word is settled in heaven.” 
They believe that “every word of 
God is pure” (Prov. 30:5), and 
the psalmist here by divine in- 
spiration referred to what Dr. 
Carnell calls the imperfect part of 
the Bible which needs correction 
by the New Testament. And the 
Lord Jesus when He said, “The 
scripture cannot be broken” (John 
10:35), referred to this same part 
Which the’ Scripture calls perfect, 
but which Dr. Carnell calls im- 
perfect. And again the psalmist 
said, “Concerning thy testimonies, 
I have known of old that thou 
hast founded them for ever” (Ps. 
119 :152). 


But Dr. Carnell, as a _ spokes- 
man for the new evangelicals, 
teaches that while the Bible is 
inspired it “was imperfect in the 
earlier stages” and that the New 
Testament corrects the errors of 
the Old Testament. 


3. Dr. Carnell has a_ strange 
word also about the Canon of the 
New Testament. Everything the 
apostles wrote or endorsed ‘is 
Seripture. He takes the tradition 
of one of the early church fathers 
that Mark wrote down what Peter 
told him; therefore, the Gospel of 
Mark is a part of the Canon be- 
cause Peter authenticated it, and 
that while Luke was not an apos- 
tle, his writings were authenti- 
cated by Paul, whose spokesman 
Luke theoretically was! 


4. On pages 38 and 39, Dr. Car- 
nell states that the Lord Jesus 
accepted the absolute authority 
and inspiration of the Old Testa- 
ment. But then he adds, “The 
danger with this construction, of 
course, is that zealots may press 
it to an unwarrdnted extreme. 
Purely literary questions cannot 
be settled by an appeal to Christ’s 
testimony.” 


5. Dr. Carnell particularly at- 
tacks the teaching of Hodge and 
Warfield on inspiration. 

In this book, The Case For 
Orthodox Theology, Dr. Carnell 
says that there are some unrecon- 
cilable ‘‘discrepancies” in the Bi- 
ble (pages 100-104). He quotes in 
detail from Warfield and Hodge, 
as great defenders of inspiration, 
but he rejects. their conclusions 
and instead takes up what he calls 
the English view by Orr and other 
theistic evolutionists, who teach 
that the Bible is all inspired in a 
sense, that it is profitable for 
teaching, for reproof, for correc- 
tion, for instruction in righteous- 
ness, and leading to salvation, but 
not necessarily exactly true in 
scientific and other practical mat- 
ters. Dr. Orr wants to emphasize 
the “power” of the Bible to lead 
to Christ and does not want to 
emphasize the “truth” of the Bi- 
ble as did Warfield and Hodge, 
but he says, “Whether truth or 
power is stressed, the Bible il- 
luminates our pathway to Jesus 
Christ.” 

This is practically the viewpoint 
of the liberal, particularly the 
neo-orthodox position, that the Bi- 
ble contains the Word of God, and 
leads to Christ, but is not neces- 
sarily itself all the infallible Word 
of God, Quoting Orr, page 101, Dr, 
Carnell] says, “It is urged, e. g., 
that unless we.can demonstrate 
what is called the ‘inerrancy’ of 


the Biblical record, down even to 
its minutest details, the .whole 
edifice of belief in revealed re- 
ligion falls to the ground. This, 
on the face of it, is a most sui- 
cidal position for any defender of 
revelation to take up. It is cer- 
tainly a much easier matter to 
prove the reality of a divine reve- 
lation in the history of Israel, or 
in Christ, than it is to prove the 
inerrant inspiration of every part 
of the record through which that 
revelation has come to us.” 


Note what Dr. Carnell is stress- 
ing. He beiieves in “a divine reve- 
lation in the history of Israel, or 
in Christ,” but thinks he cannot 
‘prove the inerrant inspiration of 
every part of the record through 
Which that revelation has come 
to us.” On pages 103 and 104, Dr. 
Carnell mentions what he thinks 
are irreconcilable contradictions 
in the Bible, and he thinks, with 
Smith, that since the writer of 
the Chronicles “was much farther 
away in time from the events nar- 
rated, we find it natural that he 
should have an exaggerated idea 
of. the resources of-his- country in 
the.days of her glory.” Hence, he 
thinks the divinely inspired (7) 
writer felt free to change the 
figures! : 

Dr. Carnell quotes Warfield 
concerning Smith’s position, ‘It is 
everywhere apparent that when he 
[Smith] denies that the Scrip- 
tures are free from error, he 
means as much as those words can 
be made to include, not as little 
as possible: and that his object is 
not to leave the way open enough 
not to be disturbed by ‘specks in 
the marble of the Parthenon’ or 
slight blemishes in accuracy of 
statement; but to leave it open 
wide enough to reject the authori- 
ty of this or the other whole sec- 
tion of Bible history or-this or 
the other whole sphere of Bible 


declaration.” But Dr. Carnell 
openly rejects this position of 
Warfield and says (page 106), 


“If orthodoxy is to command the 
respect of scholarship, it must be- 
come more artistic and imagina- 
tive when it relates the doctrine 
of inspiration to wider claims of 
Scripture.” 


6. Further Carnell insists that 
writers of the Bible quoted, with- 
out change or correction, fallible 
human records. On page 107 he 
says that in writing the Chroni- 
cles, “The Holy Spirit used the 
documents just as they were.” He 
quotes James Orr favorably say- 
ing, “In historical matters it is 
evident that inspiration is de- 
pendent for its knowledge of facts 
on the ordinary channels of in- 
formation—on older documents, 
on oral tradition, on. public regis- 
ters, on genealogical lists; etc. No 
sober-minded defender of inspira- 
tion would now think of denying 
this proposition.” 


But Orr was wrong and Carnell 
is wrong. Many a _ sober-minded 
defender of inspiration has denied, 
would deny, and does deny that 
the Spirit of God had to depend 
on ordinary and fallible channels 
of information, older documents, 
oral tradition, etc. Gaussen, War- 
field, B. H. Carroll, R. A. Torrey, 
C. I. Scofield, W. B. Riley, the 
scholars. at Faith Seminary, Dal- 
las Theological. Seminary, Moody 
Bible Institute, Bible Institute of 
Los Angeles, Covenant College, 
and many others differ with Orr 
and Carnell. And for Orr or Car- 
nell to say that ‘no sober-minded 
defender of inspiration would now 
think of denying this proposition” 
brings a question on their scholar- 
ship or their sincerity. It is sim- 
ply false, easily proved false. 


II, Dr. Carnell Accepts Bio- 
logical Evolution, “Genetic 
Derivation of One Order of 
Species of Living Things 
From Another” Instead 
of the Historic Christian 
Position of Direct 
Creation 
On page 94 in the book, The 
Case For Orthodox Theology, Dr. 
Carnell says, ‘Orthodoxy does not 
deny that nature is progressively 
changing, and what is this but 
evolution? ‘It may be, I at least 
am not concerned to deny it, that, 
within limits which science must 
define for us, there has been or- 
ganic evolution—genetic deriva- 
tion of one order or species ‘of 
living beings from another. The 
convergence of many lines of evi- 
dence has ‘sati§$fied the great ma- 
jority of scientific men at the 
present day that it is so.’ The fos- 
sil history of the horse rests on 


rather firmly established data.” 
The part of the paragraph above 
in half quotes, Dr. Carnell quotes 
from James Orr, but the rest of 
it is his own and he agrees with, 
Dr. Orr, 


Then Dr. Carnell adds, ‘Nor is 
orthodoxy particularly disturbed 
by the evolution of plants and ani- 
mals” (page 94). 

On page 95 he says, ‘While 
orthodoxy does not think that the 
evidence for human evolution is 
compelling, the evidence is suffi- 
cient to give pause. The verdict 
of paleontology cannot be _ dis- 
missed by pious ridicule.” In the 
next paragraph he says, “. . . 
Since orthodoxy has given up the 
literal-day theory out of respect 
for geology, it would certainly for- 
feit no principle if it gave up the 
immediate-creation theory out of 
respect for paleontology.” 


On pages 96 and 97 Dr. Carnell, 
so anxious to please the scientists, 
says, “Even a conservative esti- 
mate says that man has been on 
earth from one to two hundred 
thousand years.” 


On page 93 he says, “The Bible 
says that the Lord rained brim- 
stone and fire on Sodom and Go- 
morrah (Gen. 19:24). But this is 
not a scientific explanation, and 
a scientist would be impatient 
with anyone who said that it was.” 
Well, Dr. Carnell, by all means we 
must please the scientists, must 
we not, whether we stay with 
Christ and the Bible or not? 


Of course, no sensible man sup- 
poses that the Bible is written in 
the modern -jargon of scientists, 
but that does not mean that the 
Bible is not scientifically correct 
and accurate and factual in its 
statements. Bible believers have 
always insisted that it is that, and 
that the words proceed from the 
mouth of God, and that a man is 
“slow of heart” as Jesus said if

a harp in his hand and a crown 
upon his head, and in closing he 
tells of how our loss is Heaven's 
gain. 

But my friends, that good funer- 
al did not fool God. For verse 23 
says: “And in hell he lift up his 
eyes, being in torments.” 

Therefore, out of this body, im- 
mediately into Hell, into the place 
of torment. Then verse 23 con- 
tinues: “ . and seeth Abraham 
afar off, and Lazarus in his bosom. 
And he cried and said, Father 
Abraham, have mercy on me, and 
send Lazarus, that he may dip 
the tip of his finger in water, and 
cool my tongue; for I am tor- 
mented in this flame.” 

This rich man_ spurned the 
mercy of God when he was living 
here on the earth, when he was 
in good health and in prosperity, 
but in Hell he cried for mercy, 
but he cried too late. 


Retained All His Faculties 


Another great truth to which 
I call your attention: This rich 
man retained all his faculties in 
Hell—even_ greatly._—s intensified. 
The rich man could still see. He 
could still talk. He could still 
cry. He could still be tormented. 
He could still remember. Verse 
25 tells us, “‘But Abraham said, 
Son, remember.” 

Oh, my friends, memory has 
been called the storehouse of the 
soul. What did Abraham tell him 
to remember? The things that 
happened in his lifetime. ‘Son, re- 
member that thou in thy lifetime 
receivedst thy good things, and 
likewise Lazarus evil things; but 
now he is comforted, and thou art 
tormented.” ‘Son, remember.” 

Yes the memory that you will 
retain in Hell will be one of the 
awful horrors of that eternal in- 
ferno. Remember the good things, 
the good opportunities which you 
enjoyed in your lifetime. Those 
wasted opportunities of years gone 
by. 

“Son, remember” how God let 
you be born in a land of open 
Bibles; in a land of open churches, 
in a land where the Gospel was 
just as near you as the radio 
or television dial in your living 
room, if you wanted to hear it. 

“Son, remember” how a fellow 
by the name of Beauchamp Vick 
spoke to you: week after week 
warning you to flee the wrath 
of God to come. How he repeated- 
ly told you of the horrors of an 
eternal Hell for every soul that re- 
jects Christ. 

Remember every church service 
that you attended. 

Remember that God has sent 
preachers of’ all kinds your way, 
yet you said “no” to it all. 

Remember every Gospel mes- 
sage which God let you hear, and 
yet you saic “no” to it all. 

Remember every personal work- 
er who piled with you to receive 
the Lord Jesus Christ and repent 
of your sins, but you said “no” 
to it all. 

Remember every prayer of a 
godly Christian mother. 

Remember every prayer of all 
your friends which you ignored. 

‘Yes, my friends, some of you 
will remember every invitation 
hymn which you rejected. 

You will remember every Gospel 
invitation to which you said “no.” 

You wifl remember time after 
time when you sat as the claims 
of Jesus Christ were being pressed 
home upon your soul and you 
hardened your heart, you stiffened 
your neck and you said “no” to 
it all. 

“Son, remember, that thou in 
thy lifetime receivedst thy good 
things, and likewise Lazarus evil 
things; but now he is comforted, 
and thou are tormented.

But God in His mercy said, “I 
don’t want man to have to stay 
separated from Me eternally. I 
must provide a way whereby I can 
get to man and man can get to 
Me.” My friends, God has spanned 
the gulf of sin with the cross of 
Calvary and the cross of Jesus is 
the only bridge that has ever 
spanned that Gulf.

“Between us and you there is 
a great gulf fixed.” I want to 
emphasize it: There is no second 
chance after death. 


The man who lives’ without 
Christ and who dies’ without 
Christ will spend eternity yonder 
where there is weeping and gnash- 
ing of teeth. There IS NO SEC- 
OND CHANCE AFTER DEATH. 
The Bible says, “As the tree fall- 
eth so shall it lie.” 


I care not how many prayers 
may be prayed for you after you 
are dead; how many masses may 
be said for you by some priest; 
that will in no wise change your 
eternal destiny nor alter your aw- 
ful state, for ‘‘there is a great gulf 
fixed, so that they which would 
pass from hence to you cannot; 
neither can they pass to us, that 
would come from hence.” 


Now notice verse 27: ‘Then he 
said, I pray thee therefore, father, 
that thou wouldest send him to 
my father’s house: For I have five 
brethren; that he may testify un- 
to them, lest they also come into 
this place of torment.” 


Evidently this rich man did not 
believe in personal work while he 
was living here on the earth. Cer- 
tainly, he must not have believed 
in sensational evangelism, but now 
he is praying, begging for a per- 
sonal worker to go back from the 
dead and to plead with his broth- 
ers and warn them not to come 
to that place of torment. 

What would be more seffsation- 
al than for a man to go back from 
the dead, to walk into the éx- 
pensive, palatiai homes of those 
five brothers and say, “I have a 
message for you from Hell. Your 
brother who has been dead a short 
while asked that I come back and 
warn you not to go there.” My 
friends, those rich brothers would 
have called their servants to kick 
that trespasser out. 

Now, the rich man in Hell be- 
lieved in personal work; he be- 
lieved in sensationalism; he _ be- 
lieved in anything that would keep 
men from spending eternity in 
Hell. 

Verses 29, 30: “Abraham saith 
unto him, They have Moses and 
the prophets; let them hear them. 
And he said, Nay, father Abra- 
ham: but if one went unto them 
from the dead, they will repent.” 

Abraham was in substance tell- 
ing him, “They have all that they 
are going to have. They have the 
Old Testament Scriptures, they 
have Moses and the prophets, let 
them hear them.” Listen, my 
friends, you who reject the Lord 
Jesus Christ, you have everything 
you are going to have. You have 
the Gospel preached to you. You 
have people praying for you. You 
have personal workers to warn 
you. You have churches—real, 
churches— 
where you may go and hear the 
Gospel. You have God’s' Holy 
Spirit to convict you of sin and of 
righteousness and of judgment, 
the Holy Spirit to show you your 
need of salvation and then point 
you to Jesus as the only remedy 
for your lost, undone, Hell-deserv- 
ing condition. You have all that 
you are going to have. If today 
you are waiting for some special 
revelation from God, you'll still 
be waiting when the fire bells of 
God’s judgment ring. You have all 
that you are going to have. It is 
time for you to do something 
about it. It’s your move next. 

Oh, my friends, this prayer 
prayed out of the depths of the 
anguish of Hell seems to haunt 
me day and night, “That he may 
go and tell my brothers.” 

Now for some thirty-five years 
I have been going up and down 
the land searching for the broth- 
ers of this rich man to warn them 
not to go to that place of tor- 
ment. Now, this important ques- 
tion: Why did the rich man go 
to Hell? Not because he was rich 
or poor; not because he was edu- 


himself—wicked, sinful, guilty 
man—and a just and holy God. 


rich man tells us himself why he 
went to Hell. He said, “If one 
went to them from the dead, they 
will repent.”

more flocking into the Kingdom. 
So it was in the past; when 
God’s believing children turned 
away from their sins and their 
idols, the fear of God fell upon 
the people round about. Take up 
the history of Israel, and you 
will find that when they put away 
their strange gods, God visited 
the nation, and there came a 
mighty work of grace. 


Judgment of Sin in the 
Church 


What we want in these days 
is a true and deep revival in the 
church of God. I have little sym- 
pathy with the idea that God is 
going to reach the masses by a 
cold and formal church. The judg- 
ment of God must begin with us. 
You notice that when Daniel got 
that wonderful answer to prayer 
recorded in the ninth chapter, he 
was confessing his sin. That is one 
of the best chapters on prayer 
in the whole Bible. We read: 

“Whiles I was speaking, and 
praying, and confessing my sin 
and the sin of my people Israel, 
and presenting my supplication be- 
fore the Lord my God for the holy 
mountain of my God; Yea, whiles 
I was speaking in prayer, even the 
man Gabriel, whom I had seen in 
the vision at the beginning, being 
caused to fly surftly, touched me 
about the time of the evening ob- 
lation. And he informed me, and 
talked with me, and said, O Dan- 
vel, I am now come forth to give 
thee skill and understanding.” 

So also when Job was confessing 
his sin, God turned his captivity 
and heard his prayer. God will 
hear our prayer and turn our 
captivity when we take our true 
place before Him, and confess and 
forsake our transgressions. It was 
when Isaiah cried out before the 
Lord, “I am undone,” that the 
blessing came; the live coal was 
taken from the altar and put 
upon his lips; he went out to write 
one of the most wonderful books 
the world has ever seen. What 
a blessing it has been to the 
church! 

It was when David said, “I have 
sinned!” that God dealt in mercy 
with him. “I acknowledged my 
Sin unto thee, and mine iniquity 
have I not hid. I said, I will con- 
fess my transgressions unto the 
Lord; and thou forgavest the 
iniquity of my sin.” Notice how 
David made a very similar con- 
fession to that of the prodigal 
in the fifteenth of Luke: 

“I acknowledge my transgres- 
sions: and my sin is ever before 
me. Against thee, thee only, have 
I sinned, and done this evil in thy 
sight”! 

There is no difference between 
the king and the beggar when 
the Spirit. of God comes into the 
heart and convicts of sin. 

Richard Sibbes quaintly says of 
confession: 

“This is the way to give glory 
to God: when we have laid open 
our souls to God, and laid as much 
against ourselves as the Devil 
could do that way, for let us 
think what the Devil would lay 
to our charge at the hour of death 
and the day of judgment. He 
would lay hard to our charge this 
and that—let us accuse ourselves 
as he would, and as he will ere 
long. The more we accuse and 
judge ourselves, and set up a tri- 
bunal in our hearts, certainly there 
will follow an incredible ease. Jo- 
nah was cast into the sea, and 
there was an ease in the ship; 
Achan was stoned, and the plague 
was stayed. Out with Jonah, out 
with Achan; and there will follow 
ease and quiet in the soul pres- 
ently. Conscience will receive won- 
derful ease. 

“It must needs be so; for when 
God is honored, conscience is puri- 
fied. God is honored by confession 
of sin in every way. It honors 
His omniscience, that He is all- 
seeing; that He sees our sins and 
Searches our hearts—our secrets 
are not hid from Him. It honors 
His power. What makes us con- 
fess our sins, but that we are 
afraid of His power, lest He 
Should execute it? And what 
makes. us confess our sins, but 
that we know there is mercy with 
Him, that He may. be feared, and 
that there is pardon for sin? We 
would not confess our sins else. 
With men it is, Confess, and have 
execution; but with God, Confess, 
and have mercy. It is His own 


protestation. We should never lay 

open our sins but for mercy.-So 

it honors God; and when He is 

honored, He honors the soul with 

inward peace and tranquillity.” 
Old Thomas Fuller says: 


“Man’s owning his weakness is 
the only stock for God thereon 
to graft the grace of His assist- 
ance,” 


Confession implies humility, and 
this, in God’s sight, is of great 
price. 

A farmer went with his son 
into a wheat field to see if it 
was ready for the harvest. 


“See, father,” exclaimed the 
boy, “how straight these stems 
hold up their heads! They must 
be the best ones. Those that hang 
their heads down, I am sure can- 
not be good for much.” 


The farmer plucked a stalk of 
each kind and said: 

“See here, foolish child! This 
stalk that stood so straight is 
lightheaded, and almost good for 
nothing; while this that hung its 
head so modestly is full of the 
most beautiful grain.” * 

OQutspokenness is needful and 
powerful, both with God and man. 
We need to be honest and frank 
with ourselves. A soldier said in 
a revival meeting: 

“My fellow soldiers, I am~ not 
excited; I am convinced—that is 
all. I feel that I ought to be a 
Christian; that I ought to say 
so, to tell you so, and to ask 
you to come with me; and now 
if there is a call for sinners seek- 
ing Christ to come forward, I for 
one shall go—not to make a show, 
for I have nothing but sin to 
show.’ I do not go because I 
want to—I would rather keep 
my seat; but going will be telling 
the truth. I ought to be a Chris- 
tian, I want to be a Christian; and 
going forward for prayers is just 
telling the truth about it.” 

More than a score went with 
him. 

Speaking of Pharaoh’s words, 
“Entreat the Lord that he may 
take away the frogs from me,” 
Mr. Spurgeon says: 

“A fatal flaw is manifest in that 
prayer. It contains no confession 
of sin. He says not, ‘I have re- 
belled against the Lord; entreat 
that I may find forgiveness.’ Noth- 
ing of the kind; he loves sin as 
much as ever. A prayer without 
penitence is a prayer without ac- 
ceptance. If no tear has fallen 
upon it, it is withered. Thou must 
come to God as a sinner through 
a Saviour, but by no other way. 
He who comes to God like the 
Pharisee, with ‘God, I thank Thee 
that I am not as other men are,’ 
never draws near to God at all; 
but he who cries,‘God be merciful 
to me a Sinner,’ has come to God 
by the way which God has Him- 
self appointed. There must be con- 
fession of sin before God, or our 
prayer is faulty.” 

If this confession of sin is deep 
among believers, it will be so 
among the ungodly also. I never 
knew it to fail. I am now anxious 
that God should revive His work 
in the hearts of His children, so 
that we may see the exceeding 
sinfulness of sin. There are a great 
many fathers and mothers who 
are anxious for the conversion 
of their children. I have had as 
many as fifty messages from par- 
ents come to me within a single 
week, wondering why their chil- 
dren are not saved, and asking 
prayer for them. I venture to 
say that, as a rule, the fault les 
at our own door, There may be 
something in our life that stands 
in the way. It may be there is 
some secret sin that’ keeps back 
the blessing. David lived in the 
awful sin into which he fell for 
many months before Nathan made 
his appearance. Let us pray God 
to come into our hearts, and make 
His power felt. If it is a right 
eye, let us pluck it out; if it is 
a right hand, let us cut it off; 
that we may have power with God 
and with man. 


Lack of Power in the Church 


Why is it that so many of our 
children are wandering off into 
the drinking saloons, and drifting 
away into infidelity—going down 
to a dishonored grave? ‘There 
seems to be yery little power in 
the Christianity of the present 
time. Many godly parents find 
that. their children are going 
astray. Does it arise from some 
secret sin clinging around the 
heart? There is a passage of God’s 


Word that is often quoted, but’ 


in ninety-nine cases out of a 


hundred those who quote it stop 
at the wrong place. In the fifty- 
ninth of Isaiah we read: 


“Behold, the Lord’s hand is not 
shortened, that it cannot save; 
neither hfs ear heavy, that it can- 
not hear.” 


There they stop. Of course 
God’s hand is not shortened, and 
His ear is not heavy; but we 
ought to read the next verse: 


“Your iniquities have separated 
between you and your God, and 
your sins have hid his face from 
you, that he will not hear. For 
your hands are defiled with blood, 
and your fingers with iniquity; 
your lips have spoken lies, your 
tongue hath muttered perverse- 
ness.” 


As Matthew Henry says, “It 
was owing’ to themselves—they 
stood in their own light, they shut 
their own door. God was coming 
toward them in the way of mercy, 
and they hindered Him. ‘Your 
iniquities have kept good things 
from you, ” 

Bear in mind that if we are 
regarding iniquity in our hearts, 
or living on a mere empty pro- 
fession, we have no claim to ex- 
pect that our prayers will be an- 
swered. There is not one solitary 
promise for us. I sometimes trem- 
ble when I hear people quote 
promises, and say that God is 
bound to fulfill those promises 
to them, when all the time there 
is something in their own lives 
which they are not willing to give 
up. It is well for us to search 
our hearts, and find out why it 
is that our prayers are not an- 
swered. 

That is a very solemn passage 
in Isaiah: 

“Hear the word of the Lord, ye 
rulers of Sodom; give ear unto the 
law of our God, ye people of Go- 
morrah. To what purpose is the 
multitude of your sacrifices unto 
me? saith the Lord: I am full of 
the burnt-offerings of rams, and 
the fat of fed beasts; and I delight 
not in the blood of bullocks, or of 
lambs, or of he goats. When ye 
come to appear before me, who 
hath required this at your hand, 
to tread my courts? Bring no 
more vain oblations; incense is an 
abomination unto me; the new 
moons and sabbaths, the calling of 
assemblies, I cannot away with; 
it is iniquity, even the solemn 
meeting.” 

“Even the solemn meeting’ !— 
think of that. If God does not get 
our heart services, He will have 
none of it; it is an abomination 
to Him. 

“Your new moons and your ap- 
pointed feasts my soul hateth; 
they are a trouble unto me; I am 
weary to bear them. And when 
ye spread forth your hands, I will 
hide mine eyes from you: yea, 
when ye make many prayers, I 
will not hear: your hands are full 
of blood. Wash you, make you 
clean; put away the evil of your 
doings from before mine eyes; 
cease to do evil; Learn to do well; 
seek judgment, relieve the op- 
pressed, judge the fatherless, plead 
for the widow. Come now, and let 
us reason together, saith the Lord: 
though your sins be as scarlet, 
they shall be as white as snow; 
though they be red like crimson, 
they shall be as wool.” 

Again we read in Proverbs: 

“He that turneth away his ear 
from hearing the law, even his 
prayer shall be abomination.” 

Think of that! It may shock 
some of us to think that our 
prayers are an abomination to 
God, yet if any are living in 
known sin, this is what God’s 
Word says about them. If we are 
not willing to turn from sin and 
obey God’s law, we have no right 
to expect that He will answer 
our prayers. Unconfessed sin is 
unforgiven sin, and unforgiven sin 
is the darkest, foulest thing on 
this sin-cursed earth. You cannot 
find.a case in the Bible where a 
man has been honest in dealing 
with sin, but God has been honest 
with him and blessed him. The 
prayer of the humble and the con- 
trite heart is a delight to God. 
There is no sound that goes up 
from this sin-cursed earth so 
sweet to His ear as the prayer 


-Of the man who is walking up- 


rightly. 
Let me call attention to that 
prayer of David, in which he says: 
“Search me, O God, and know 
my heart: try me, and know my 
thoughts: And see if there be any 
wicked way in me, and lead me 
in the way everlasting.” 
I wish all my readers would 
commit these verses to memory. 


If we should all honestly make 
this prayer once every day there 
would be a good deal of change 
in our lives. 


“Search ME”’—not my neighbor. 
It is so easy to pray for other 
people, but so hard to get home 
to ourselves. I am afraid that we 
who are busy in the Lord’s work 
are very often in danger of neg- 
lecting our vineyard. In this 
Psalm, David got home to himself. 
There is a difference between God 
searching me and my searching 
myself. I may search my heart, 
and pronounce it all right, but 
when God searches me as with 
a lighted candle, a good many 
things will come to light that 
perhaps I knew nothing about. 


“Try me.’ David was tried 
when he fell by taking his eye 
off from the God of his father 
Abraham. 


“Know my thoughts.” God looks 
at the thoughts. Are our thoughts 
pure? Have we in our hearts 
thoughts against God or against 
His people—against any one in 
the world? If we have, we are not 
right in the sight of God. Oh, 
may God search us, every one! 
I do not know any better prayer 
that we can make than this pray- 
er of David. One of the most 
solemn things in the Scripture 
history is that when holy men— 
better men than we are—were 
tested and tried, they were found 
to be as weak as water away 
from God. 

Let us be sure that we are 
right. Isaac Ambrose, in his work 
on Self Trial, has the following 
pithy words: 

“Now and then propose we to 
our hearts these two questions: 
1. ‘Heart, how dost thou?’—a 
few words, but a very. serious 
question. You know this is the 
first question and the first salute 
that we use to one another—How 
do you do? I would to God we 
sometimes thus spoke to our 
hearts: ‘Heart, how dost thou? 
How is it with thee, for thy spir- 
itual state?’ 2. ‘Heart, what wilt 
thou do?’ or, ‘Heart, what dost 
thou think will become of thee 
and me?’—as that dying Roman 
once said: ‘Poor, wretched, mis- 
erable soul, whither art thou and 
I going—and what will become 
of thee, when thou and I shall 
part?” 

“This very thing does Moses 
propose to Israel, though in other 
terms, ‘Oh, that they would con- 
sider their latter end!’—and, oh, 
that we would put this question 
constantly to our hearts, to con- 
sider and debate upon! Commune 
with your own hearts,’ said David; 
that is, debate the matter betwixt 
you and your hearts to the very 
utmost. Let your hearts be so put 
to it in communing with them, 
as that they may speak their 
very bottom. Commune—or hold a 
serious communication and clear 
intelligence and acquaintance— 
with your own hearts.” 

It was the confession of a 
divine, sensible of his neglect, 
and especially of the difficulty 
of this duty: 


“IT have lived,” said he, “forty 
years and somewhat more, and 
carried my heart in my bosom 
all this while, and yet my heart 
and I are as great strangers, and 
as utterly unacquainted, as if we 
had never come near one another. 
Nay, I know not my heart; I 
have. forgotten my heart. Alas! 
alas! that I could be grieved at 
the very heart, that my poor 
heart and I have been so unac- 
quainted! We are fallen into an 
Athenian age, spending our time 
in nothing more than in telling 
or hearing news. How go things 
here? How there? How in one 
place? How in another? But who 
is there that is inquisitive? How 
are things with my poor heart? 
Weigh but in the balance of a 
serious consideration, what time 
we have spent in this duty, and 
what time otherwise; and for 
many scores and hundreds of 
hours or days that we owe to 
our hearts in this duty, can we 
write fifty? Or where there should 
have been fifty vessels full of 
this duty, can we find twenty, 
or ten? Qh, the days, months, 
years, we bestow upon sin, vanity, 
the affairs of this world, while 
we afford not a minute in con- 
verse with our own hearts con- 
cerning their case!” 


Confess Self-seeking as Sin 


If there is anything in our lives 
that is wrong, let us ask God to 
show it to us. Have we been 
selfish? Have we been more 
jealous of our own reputation than 
of the honor of God? Elijah 
thought he was very jealous for 
the honor of God; but it turned 
out that it was his own honor 
after all—self was really at the 
bottom of it. One of the saddest 
things, I think, that Christ had 
to meet with in His disciples was 
this very thing; there was a con- 
stant struggle between them as 
to who should be the greatest, 
instead of each one taking the 
humblest place and being least 
in his own estimation. 

We are told in proof of this 
that “He came to Capernaum: 
and being in the house he asked 
them, What was it that ye dis- 
puted among yourselves by the

Are Christian 
Films Wrong?

Beyond honest question, the cor- 
rupt, profane, lewd, commercialized 
picture shows produced by Holly- 
wood are sinful and it is wrong 
for earnest Bible Christians to 
patronize them or view their pro- 
ductions publicly or privately.

way? But they held their peace:

But Jesus called them 
to him, and saith unto them, Ye 
know that they which are ac- 
counted to rule over the Gentiles 
exercise lordship: over them; and 
their great ones exercise authority 
upon them. But so shall it not be 
among you: but whosoever will 
be great among you, shall be 
your minister: And whosoever of 
you will be the chiefest, shall be 
servant of all. For even the Son 
of man came not to be ministered 
unto, but to minister, and to give 
his life a ransom for many.” 

The latter words were spoken 
in the third year of His ministry. 
Three years the disciples had 
been with Him; they had listened 
to the words that fell from His 
lips; yet they had failed to learn 
this lesson of humility. The most 
humiliating thing that happened 
among the chosen twelve occurred 
on the night of our Lord’s_ be- 
trayal, when Judas sold Him, and 
Peter denied Him. If there was 
any place where there should have 
been an absence of these thoughts, 
it was at the Supper table. Yet 
we find that whens Christ _in- 
stituted that blessed memorial 
there was a debate going on 
among His disciples who should 
be the greatest. Think of that!— 
right under the cross, when the 
Master was “exceeding sorrowful, 
even unto death;” was already 
tasting the bitterness of Calvary, 
and the horrors of that dark hour 
were gathering upon His soul. 

I think if God searches us, we 
will find a good many things in 
our lives for us ts confess. If 
we are tried and tested by God’s 
law, there will be many, many 
things that will have to be 
changed. I asked again: Are we 
selfish or-jealous? Are we willing 
to hear of others being used of 
God more than we are? Are our 
Methodist friends willing to hear 
of a great revival of God’s work 
among the Baptists? Would it 
rejoice their souls to hear of such 
efforts being blessed? Are Bap- 
tists willing to hear of a reviving 
of God’s work in the Methodist, 
Congregational, or other church- 
es? If we are full of narrow, 
party, and_ sectarian feelings, 
there will be many things to be 
laid aside. Let us pray to God 
to search us, and try us, and see 
if there be any evil way in us. 
If these holy and good men felt 
that they were faulty, should we 
not tremble, and endeavor to find 
out if there is anything in our 
lives that God would have us get 
rid of? 

Once again, let me call your 
attention to the prayer of David 
contained in the fifty-first Psalm. 
A friend of mine told me some 
years ago that he repeated this 
prayer as his own every week, 
I think it would be a_ good 
if we offered up_ these 
petitions frequently; let them go 


right up from our hearts. If we 
have been proud, or irritable, or 
lacking in patience, shall we not 
at once confess it? Is it not time 
that we began at home, and got 
our lives straightened out? See 


how quickly the ungodly will then 


begin to inquire the way of life! 
Let those of us who are parents 
set our own houses in order, and 
be filled with Christ’s Spirit; then 
it will not be long before our 
children will be inquiring what 
they must do to get the same 
Spirit. I believe that today, by 
its lukewarmness and formality, 
the Christian church is making 
more infidels than all the books 
that infidels ever wrote. I do not 
fear infidel lectures half so much 
as the cold and dead formalism in 
the professing church at the pres- 
ent time. One prayer meeting, like 
that the disciples had on the day 
of Pentecost, would shake the 
whole infidel fraternity. 

What we want is to get hold 
of God in prayer. You are not 
going to reach the masses by great 
sermons. We want to “move the 
Arm that moves the world.” To 
do that, we must be clear and 
right before God. “For if our 
heart condemn us, God is greater 
than our heart, and knoweth all 
things. Beloved, if our heart con- 
demn us not, then have we confid- 
ence toward God: And whatsoever 
we ask, we receive of him, because 
we keep his commandments, and 
do those things that are pleasin 
in his sight.”

are the promises to this effect 
which are found in Scripture, but 
they are not so numerous, nor so 
strongly expressed as the declara- 
tions of the everlasting duration 
of the Mosaic law; and. these, all 
Christians are agreed, must be 
understood, not literally, but fig- 
uratively and spiritually.” 


In the first place, Whately was 
no authority on _ premillennial 
truth and Old Testament prophe- 
cies, or he would never have said 
such a thing. In the second place, 
Dr. Carnell ought to have known 
more than to quote that as the 
truth. 

Besides, the restoration of the 
Davidic kingdom is taught in the 
New Testament, as well as the 
old. It was plainly foretold in the 
announcement of the angel to 
Mary, concerning the Lord Jesus, 
“And he shall reign over the house 
of Jacob for ever; and of his 
kingdom there shall be no end” 
(Luke 1:33). The. restoration of 
Israel as a nation, not only as 
saved individuals, is clearly fore- 
told in Romans 11:24-29. And if 
God ever called Israel as a na- 
tion, if He ever promised Abraham 
the land of Canaan, if He ever 
promised David an eternal throne 
for his seed Jesus Christ, then 
Paul reminds us, “For the gifts 
and calling of God are without 
repentance” (Rom. 11:29), and in 
this he refers to Israel and the 
promises and calling of Israel. 


And Acts 15:14-16 plainly tells 
us that after God takes out a 
people from. the Gentiles, He will 
return and “build again the taber- 
nacle of David, which is fallen 
down; and I will build again the 
ruins thereof, and I will set it 
up.” 

On page 64 Dr. Carnell says, 
“Dispensationalism {his name for 
premillennialism| is anxious to 
have the church raptured in or- 
der that an earthly Semitic king- 
dom might be founded. But this 
anxiety is fathered by a capital 
theological error If he 
|Christ| should actually appear, 
with miraculous splendor, as the 
restorer of the Jewish nation, and 
city, and. Temple, reigning over 
the whole world as a great earthy 
sovereign ... surely this would 
not be so much a conversion of 
the Jews to Christianity, as a 
conversion of Christians to Juda- 
ism.” 

So Dr. Carnell rejects the pre- 
millennial reign of Christ on earth, 
rejects Christ’s plain promise that 
He will send His angels to re- 
gather the elect, Israel, rejects the 
clear teaching of the judgment of 
the nations in Matthew 25, and 
thus he makes the promises to 
Abraham and to David and to 
Israel all figurative, spiritualizing 
away plain truth of the Scrip- 
tures as do all the amillennialists. 
He makes the promises to Israel 
mean the church. The promises to 
Abraham he makes mean only 
that a Saviour was coming. He 
explains away the clear state- 
ments of the Bible because thus 
he can stay with the popular amil- 
lennial position and the reformed 
doctrine of Calvin. 

On page 117 is this rash state- 
ment similar to that often made 
by modernists and sometimes 
made by reformed church leaders,

simply is not true. Again a man 
casts reflection on his scholarship 
or his sincerity to make such a 
foolish statement that up until 
the Plymouth Brethren movement, 
“All Christians had believed that 
the church fulfills the prophecies 
of the Old Testament,” that is, 
that there would be no regather- 
ing of Israel, no re-establishment 
of David’s throne, no millennial 
reign on earth. He says all Chris- 
tians, before the Plymouth Breth- 
ren “formulated” premillennial- 
ism, believed that all the many, 
many prophecies on these matters 
were simply to be taken figura- 
tively and not literally, 


I am surprised that anyone who 
ever read church history would 
not know about the early “Chili- 
asts” (from the Greek word chili- 
as, Meaning thousand), those who 
believed in a literal millennial 
reign of Christ of a thousand 
years. Anyone with a Webster’s 
Dictionary could find out about 
“chiliasm.” 


Gibbon the historian, not even a 
Christian, says, “The ancient and 
popular doctrine of the millennium 
was carefully inculecated by a suc- 
cession of fathers from Justin 
Martyr and Irenaeus, who con- 
versed with the immediate disciples 
of the apostles, down to Lactant- 
ius, who was the preceptor of the 
son of Constantine. It appears to 
have been the reigning sentiment 
of orthodox believers.” 

Mosheim says, “The prevailing 
opinion that Christ was to come 
and reign a thousand years among 
men before the final dissolution of 
the world had met with no oppo- 
Sition previous to the time of 
Origen” (Vol. 1, page 89). Much 
other evidence is given in Jesus 
Is Coming, by W. E. B., but I 
think no intelligent person who 
is informed in church history and 
is interested in the subject would 
now say deliberately that before 
the Plymouth Brethren “all Chris- 
tians had believed that the church 
fulfills the prophecies of the Old 
Testament” and that ‘“dispensa- 
tionalism {which Dr. Carnell says 
was formulated by the Plymouth 
Brethren| overturned this time- 
tested confession by contending 
that the church is only an interim 
period between two Jewish econo- 
mies, the Old Testament and the 
millennium.” For a seminary pro- 
fessor, former seminary president, 
to make such a_ statement is 
shocking. But whether Dr. Carnell 
makes such statements from ig- 
norance or for some purpose not 
so easily excused, at least Dr. 
Carnell repudiates the premillen- 
nial position for the amillennial 
and reformed position. And what 
difference is there, then, between 
Fuller Seminary and the other 
Presbyterian liberal denomination- 
al seminaries? 


IV. Dr. Carnell Sreers at 
Fundamentalists Because 
They Oppose Hollywood 
Movies, the Dance, Alco- 
holic Drink, the R.S.V. 
Translation, ete. 


Dr Carnell is very anxious to 
please modernists, unbelieving sci- 
entists, and the men of this world. 
He decries an “odious Biblicism’’ 
(page 33). He makes many con- 
cessions to the liberals. He speaks 
movingly of love as the great 
principle of the New Testament. 
But when.he comes to speak of 
fundamentalists, he takes off the 
brakes, and speaks his piece very 
plainly! He says, “Humility be- 
fore the facts is the precondition 
of all learning ...” (Page 51). 
But he is neither humble nor lov- 
ing in his language when he talks 
about fundamentalists. 


Dr. Carnell speaks disparaging- 
ly of Warfield and in that connec- 
tion says, “If orthodoxy is to com- 
mand the respect of scholarship, 
it must become more artistic and 
imaginative ....’’ He praises Orr 
beeause he did not, as he thinks 
Warfield did, “sweep it | Bible dif- 
ficulty| under the rug of theologi- 
cal tradition.” 

Concerning fundamentalism he 
says, “But the fundamentalist 
movement made at least one capi- 
tal mistake, and this is why it 
converted from a movement to a 
mentality ... . Therefore, when 
modernism collapsed, the funda- 
mentalist movement became an 
army without a cause. Nothing 
was left but the mentality of fun- 
damentalism, and this mentality is 
orthodoxy’s gravest peril. 

“The mentality of fundamental- 
ism is dominated by ideological 
thinking. Ideological thinking is 


rigid, intolerant, and doctrinaire 
.... He further says that pride, 
personal interest, and insincerity 
are marks of fundamentalism. 

Machen is held out as a glaring 
example of the “fundamentalist 
mentality.” Why? Because Ma- 
chen left the Presbyterian church 
and that is against reformed doc- 
trine! Dr. Carnell is against Ma- 
chen because he says Machen “‘con- 
tended that when the church has 
modernists in its agencies and 
among its officially supported mis- 
sionaries, a Christian has no other 
course than to withdraw support.” 
He says, “No individual Presby- 
terian can appeal from the Gener- 
al Assembly to the Constitution, 
and to think that he can is cult- 
ic.” 

Dr. Carnell insists that the ma- 
jor denominations are branches of 
the Church of Christ and that 
one should not withhold support 
or withdraw from fellowship with 
them unless one is put out. Dr. 
Carnell grudgingly admits that 
Luther may have had the right to 
come out of the Catholic church 
since they forbade him to preach 
the Gospel, but he openly says it 
was wrong for Machen and ortho- 
dox Presbyterians and Bible Pres- 
byterian groups to come out from 
the Presbyterian denomination, 
and he openly opposes the clear 
stand of W. B. Riley, Dr. Robert 
Ketcham, the leaders of the Con- 
servative Baptist movement, and 
others who felt they must not 
take part in supporting modern- 
ism by remaining in the Ameri- 
can Baptist Convention and other 
modern popular denominations. 


And what authority does Dr. 
Carnell quote for this? The au- 
thority of “reformed doctrine”! 
The denominations are the Church 
of God, reformed doctrine says, 
and in them were fulfilled the 
covenant with Abraham, so it is 
wrong to leave them when one 
can still preach the Gospel! But 
Surprisingly he does not go on to 
teach the corollary doctrine of 
the Reformed faith that children 
of believers are in the covenant 
and should be sprinkled as Jewish 
boys were circumcised! He does 
not discuss the clear teaching of 
the Bible that Christians are for- 
bidden to yoke up with unbeliev- 
ers or to receive unbelievers in 
the doctrine of Christ into their 
houses or to bid them Godspeed. 
He does not mention Psalm 1:1, 
Ephesians 5:11, Romans 16:17, II 
Corinthians 6:14-18, II John 7-11, 
or other clear teaching throughout 
the Bible forbidding a Christian to 
support or have fellowship with 
modernism and unbelievers. Dr. 
Carnell settles such matters by 
“Reformed doctrine,” not from the 
specific words of Scripture. 


1. On page 119 Dr. Carnell says 
that “since the fundamentalist be- 
littles the value of general wis- 
dom, he is often content with an 
educational system that substi- 
tutes piety for scholarship. High 
Standards of education might 
tempt the students to trust in the 
arm of flesh.” 

He continues on page 120, “The 
intellectual stagnation of funda- 
mentalism can easily be illustrat- 
ed. Knowing little about the can- 
ons of lower criticism, and less 
about the rélation between lan- 
guage and culture, the funda- 
mentalist has no norm by which 
to classify the relative merits of 
Biblical translations: As a result, 
he identifies the Word of God 
with the seventeenth-century lan- 
guage forms of the King James 
Version. Since other’ versions 
sound unfamiliar to him, he con- 
cludes that someone is ‘tamper- 
ing with the Word of God.” 

I suggest that Dr. Carnell be 
more specific. Does he mean that 
Machen, W. B. Riley, Robert Dick 
Wilson, C. I. Scofield, Dr. Buswell, 
Dr. Laird Harris, scholars at Dal- 
las Seminary, BIOLA, Moody, and 
Bob Jones University—do these 
represent “intellectual  stagna- 
tion’? Was that the case of Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan? Of R. A. 
Torrey? Or Allis of Princeton? 


'Walvoord of Dallas? MacRae of 


Faith Seminary? Epithets and 
slander do not honor Dr. Carnell’s 
“scholarship.” 

No, Dr. Carnell is not now talk- 
ing in the realm of scholarship 
but of bias and prejudice and 
name calling. 

On page 120 he says, 

“Whereas Christ was virtuous 
because he loved God with all his 
heart and his neighbor as himself, 
the fundamentalist is virtuous be- 
cause he does not smoke, dance, 
or play cards. By raising a scrupu- 


lous demur over social mores, the 
fundamentalist can divert atten- 
tion from grosser sins—anger, 
jealousy, hatred, gossip, lust, idle- 
ness, malice, backbiting, schism, 
guile, injustice, and every shade of 
illicit pride.” 

He says again, “An anxiety for 
negative status betrays fundamen- 
talism into glaring hypocrisy. For 
example, a fundamentalist is very 
certain that smoking is sinful, for 
smoking harms the body and it is 
habit-forming. Yet, reasonably 
equivalent objections can be raised 
against excessive coffee drinking. 
The nerves may be upset or a 
stomach ulcer induced, and the 
practice is habit-forming. But the 
fundamentalist conveniently ig- 
nores this parallel. An attack on 
smoking ensures status in the 
cult, while an attack on coffee 
drinking does not. Moreover, the 
fundamentalist enjoys his coffee, 
and plenty of it. Since medical 
tranquilizers soothe his nerves, he 
does not need to smoke. 


“The fundamentalist is also very 
certain that movie attendance is 
sinful, for the movie industry is 
a tool of Satan. But when the fun- 
damentalist judges films on tele- 
vision, he uses a radically differ- 
ent criterion.” 


Again Dr. Carnell says on page 
121, “Fundamentalists defend the 
gospel, to be sure, but they some- 
times act as if the gospel read, 
‘Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
don’t smoke, don’t go to movies, 
and above all don’t use the Re- 
vised Standard Version—and you 
will be saved.’ ”’ 

Dr. Carnell slanders the motives 
of sincere fundamentalists. He 
says, “Separation promotes status 
in the cult; unity through love 
does not.” And thus throughout 
page after page Dr. Carnell ac- 
cuses fundamentalists of an _ in- 
sincerity, hypocrisy, being uncul- 
tured, being against scholarship, 
etc. 


On page 122 Dr. Carnell attacks 
fundamentalists because ‘“funda- 
mentalism says that the chief end 
of man is to win souls,” and that, 
he says, is wrong because the 
Westminster catechism says some- 
thing else. 

He says that general charity 
“rates low on the scale of funda- 
mentalism” (page 123). So he 
says unbelievers are often much 
nicer than fundamentalists, more 
merciful, ete., but “the fundamen- 
talist is not disturbed by this, of 
course, for he is busy painting 
‘Jesus Saves’ on rocks in a public 
park.” What brilliant mentality! 
What wonderful charity and hu- 
mility Dr. Carnell has—toward 
fundamentalists! And so he says 
on page 124 that “fundamentalism 
is orthodoxy gone cultic,” a “per- 
version fathered by misguided 
zeal,” 7 

Dr. Carnell is distressed because 
“the fundamentalist takes an ab- 
solute stand against dancing. In 
so doing he not only outrages the 
natural instincts of the body, but 
he offends the teaching of Scrip- 
ture elsewhere” (page 124). Con- 
cerning this matter of dancing he 
says, “The fundamentalist is so 
intimidated by the cult that his 
sense of social grace has all but 
atrophied” (page 124). There are 
other slanders against fundamen- 
talists which we do not now have 
room for. 


V. Dr. Carnell Says the Great- 
est Perils of Orthodoxy Are 
Fundamentalism, Dispen- 
sationalism, and 
Separatism 


Dr. Carnell has a whole chapter 
on the perils of orthodoxy. He 
himself sums up the perils of 
orthodoxy on the jacket of the 
book in these words, “Certain 
downright perils also beset con- 
temporary orthodoxy. These _in- 
clude—fundamentalism, which is 
‘orthodoxy gone cultic’; dispensa- 
tionalism, which, in its excessive 
concern with eschatology, is ac- 
tually closer akin to Judaism than 
to Christianity; and the views of 
the separatists, in which pious 
speculation is substituted for the 
normative testimony of classical] 
theology and the historic creeds 
of the Church.” 

Here Dr. Carnell himself clari- 
fies his position and the position 
of the “new evangelicals’ with 
whom he keeps company and for 
many of whom, at least, he 
speaks. 


Dr. Carnell repudiates funda-’ 


mentalism. He _ repudiates the 
stand of fundamentalists in taking 
the Bible literally. He repudiates 


the fundamental position about 
the inspiration and infallible ac- 
curacy of the Bible. He repudiates 
the stand of fundamentalist people 
generally on worldliness, concern- 
ing dancing, drinking, and movie- 
going, etc. 

Dr. Carnell is here the spokes- 
man for people like Dr. Ockenga 
who had at the Park Street 
Church anniversary the editor of 
the Christian Science Monitor, the 
magazine of a false cult which 
denies the deity of Christ. The 
president of the Unitarian Associ- 
ation, the real official spokesman 
for those who deny the deity of 
Christ and the authority of the 
New Testament, was also at the 
Park Street Church anniversary. 
Dr. Carnell speaks for Dr. Billy 
Graham who insists on having 
modernists co-operate in his cam- 
paigns, having them lead in pray- 
er, and in sending converts to 
modernistic churches and the cult 
churches. He _ speaks for the 
worldlings who want to go along 
with the standards of the world 
instead of a separated life. 


What will Fuller Seminary do 
about Dr. Carnell? If the semi- 
nary does not repudiate this vol- 
ume, then it may properly be 
counted officially in favor of it. I 
do not believe that out-and-out 
Bible believers can safely send 
students to Fuller Seminary or 
send any money to support the 
Seminary as long as Dr. Carnell 
and men like him are in places of 
authority and responsibility in the 
school, and as long as they openly 
repudiate the great principles and 
doctrines and standards dear to 
Bible believers.
